Presidentť’s legacy 
is forever changed

NEW YORK — The first line of Presi- 
dent Donald J. Trump’s obituary has 
been written. 

While Trump is all but certain to 
avoid removal from office, a portion 
of his legacy took shape 
Wednesday when he 
became just the third 
president in American history to be 
impeached by the U.S. House. 

The two articles of impeachment ap- 
proved along largely partisan lines on 
Wednesday stand as a constitutional 
rebuke that will stay with Trump even 
as he tries to trivialize their meaning and 
use them to power his reelection bid.

Trump campaigns 
as House impeaches

BATTLE CREEK, Mich. — At 
8:25 p.m. Wednesday, just as a Demo- 
cratic House majority made Donald J. 
Trump the third president ever to be 
impeached, for abuse of power, he was 
at arally here in Michigan, riffing about 
Space Force, nuclear submarines, 
“Crooked” Hillary Clinton and more 
— delivering his standard campaign 
fare in an effort to convince the coun- 
try, and perhaps himself, that nothing 
had changed. 

“By the way, it doesn’t really feel like 
we’re being impeached,’ Trump said 
upon taking the stage. “The country is 
doing better than ever before. We did

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Hours of debate 
precede quick vote

WASHINGTON — The House of 
Representatives voted late Wednes- 
day to impeach President Donald J. 
Trump on charges that he abused his 
office and obstructed Congress, with 
Democrats declaring him a threat to 
the nation and branding an indelible 
mark on the most turbulent presidency 
of modern times. 

After 11 hours of fierce argument on 
the House floor between Democrats 
and Republicans over Trump’s con- 
duct with Ukraine, lawmakers voted 
almost entirely along party lines to 
impeach him. Trump becomes the 
third president in U.S. history to face
